MIAMI I An agitated passenger who claimed 
to have a bomb in his backpack was shot and 
killed by a federal air marshal Wednesday 
after he bolted frantically from a jetliner 
that was about to take off, officials said. 
No bomb was found. 

The man, identified as Rigoberto Alpizar, 
a 44 -year- old U.S. citizen, was gunned down 
on a jetway just before the American Airlines 
plane was about to leave for Orlando, Fla., 
near his home in Maitland. It was the first 
time since the Sept. 11 attacks that an air mar- 
shal had shot at anyone. Homeland Security 
Department spokes- 
man Brian Doyle said. 

According to a witness, 
the man frantically ran 
down the aisle of the Boeing 
757 , flailing his arms, while 
his wife tried to explain that 
he was mentally ill and had 
not taken his medication. 

The passenger indicated there was a bomb 
in his bag and was confronted by air mar- 
shals but ran off the aircraft, Doyle said. The 
marshals went after him and ordered him 
to get down on the ground, but he did not 
comply and was shot when he apparently 
reached into the bag, Doyle said. 

The plane was carrying 119 other passengers 
and crew. Alpizar had arrived in Miami ear- 
lier in the day from Ecuador, authorities said. 

No bomb was found, said James E. Bauer, 
agent in charge of the Federal Air Marshals 
field office in Miami. He said there was no 
reason to believe there was any connection 
to terrorists, john pain (ap)

President admits to reeonstruetion diffieulties 


WASHINGTON I Defending his 
war policy. President Bush said 
Wednesday that Iraq is making 
quiet, steady progress in repair- 
ing its shattered economy though 
reconstruction “has not always gone 
as well as we had hoped” because 
of unrelenting violence. 

“Rebuilding a nation devastated 
by a dictator is a large undertak- 
ing,” the president said. “It’s even 
harder when terrorists are trying 


to blow up that which the Iraqis 
are trying to build.” 

Bush spoke before the Council 
on Foreign Relations in the second 
of four addresses to answer criti- 
cism about America’s presence in 
Iraq, where the U.S. death toll has 
eclipsed 2,100. Bush is laboring 
under the lowest job approval rating 
of his presidency, and the speeches 
are part of a public relations cam- 
paign in the run-up to the Dec. 15 


vote in Iraq to create a democrati- 
cally elected government that will 
run the country. 

While not admitting errors. Bush 
spoke about how the U.S. “adjusted 
our approach” in helping rebuild 
Iraqi cities. In his speech on Iraq 
last week. Bush talked about early 
miscalculations that were made 
in training Iraqi forces. A major- 
ity of Americans now say the war 
was a mistake, and critics of the 
administration’s reconstruction 
strategy say not enough has been 


done in the nearly three years since 
the invasion to reduce unemploy- 
ment, step up oil production and 
keep the lights on. 

“The Iraqi people want jobs, 
security and basic services, and the 
president’s words will continue to 
ring hollow until these urgent needs 
are met,” Sen. Edward Kennedy, D- 
Mass., said. “Nearly half of the funds 
appropriated by Congress remain 
unspent and millions of dollars 
have been lost to corruption.”

No Escaping Student Loans 


Government ean go 
after Social Security 
checks, high court rules 

WASHINGTON I America’s seniors 
and disabled cannot escape 
debts from old student loans, the 
Supreme Court ruled Wednesday, 
freeing the government to pursue 
Social Security benefits as part of 
an effort to collect billions in delin- 
quent loans. 

The Bush administration had 
argued that the ability to withhold 
Social Security benefits is an impor- 
tant tool in the pursuit of $5.7 bil- 
lion in student loan debt that is over 


10 years old. Overall, outstanding 
loans total about $33 billion. 

The unanimous decision went 
against a disabled 67-year- old 
Seattle man who 
lives in public 
housing and had 
sued claiming he 
needed all of his 
$874 monthly 
check to pay for 
food and medi- 
cine. 

James Lockhart’s benefits had 
been cut by 15 percent to cover debts 
he incurred in the 1980s. He has 
about $77,000 in unpaid loans. 

The court’s decision applies to 


loans that date back more than 
10 years, and covers both disabil- 
ity and retirement benefits under 
the Social Security program. 

The ruling, written by Justice 
Sandra Day O’Connor, will prob- 
ably be one of her last. She is retir- 
ing after 24 years. 

In a concurring opinion. Justice 
Antonin Scalia said Congress “...flat- 
ly contracted and thereby effec- 
tively repealed part of the Social 
Security Act.” 

Senior advocacy groups called 
the benefits “critical in preserving a 
measure of financial independence 
for older and disabled workers.”

Rice Seeks to Clarify Torture Policy 


Interrogation rules 
said to apply to U.S. 
personnel in any locale 

KIEV, UKRAINE I Secretary of 
State Condoleezza Rice sought 
Wednesday to clarify U.S. policy 
on harsh interrogation methods, 
saying no U.S. personnel may use 
cruel or degrading practices at home 
or abroad. 

“As a matter of U.S. policy,” 
Rice said during a press confer- 
ence with Ukrainian President 
Viktor Yushchenko, the United 
Nations Convention Against Torture 
“extends to U.S. personnel wherev- 
er they are, whether they are in the 


U.S. or outside the U.S.” 

Rice did not, however, give exam- 
ples of banned practices, define the 
meaning of cruelty or degradation 
and did not say if the rules would 
apply to private contractors or for- 
eign interrogators. 

Rice’s remarks follow debate in 
the U.S. over the government pol- 
icies for holding and questioning 
detainees, including Bush admin- 
istration statements that a ban on 
cruel, inhumane and degrading 
treatment did not apply to detain- 
ees held overseas. In practice, that 
could mean CIA employees could 
use methods in overseas prisons that 
would not be allowed in the U.S.

Saddam Boycotts Trial 


BAGHDAD, IRAQ I Saddam Hussein 
followed through Wednesday on his 
threat to boycott his trial, and the 
court adjourned until after next 
week’s national elections. Gunmen, 
meanwhile, kidnapped the 8 -year- 
old son of a bodyguard for a judge 
in the case. 

Inside the courtroom, one of 
Saddam’s co- defendants lashed 
out at conditions of his own deten- 
tion, saying guards offered only “the 
worst brands” of cigarettes. 

Barazan Ibrahim’s outburst came 
a day after Saddam, his half broth- 
er, warned that he would not return 
to the “unjust” court to protest the 


conditions of his detention. 

The court convened Wednesday 
after four hours of behind-the- 
scenes consultations failed to 
resolve the standoff. After hear- 
ing from two more witnesses.

Amin adjourned the hearings until 
Dec. 21 — six days after the parlia- 
mentary elections, which officials 
fear may coincide with a spike in 
insurgent violence.

Wang Wei, the 43 -year- old dep- 


uty mayor of Jilin, the city in north- 
east China where the blast occurred, 
was found dead Tuesday, the Hong 
Kong media outlets reported. 
They said the cause of death was 
unknown. 

The government tried to molli- 
fy the public Wednesday by prom- 
ising a thorough inquiry into the 
spill into the Songhua River. But

8 Die in Egypt Poll Clashes 


Police block supporters 
of banned group from 
voting in some towns 

ZAGAZIG, EGYPT I Police barricad- 
ed polling stations and fired tear 
gas and rubber bullets Wednesday 
to keep supporters of the banned 
Muslim Brotherhood from voting 
in the final day of parliamentary 
elections. At least eight people 
were killed, including a 14 -year- 
old boy. 

Supporters of the banned 
Brotherhood fought back, hurl- 
ing stones and molotov cocktails 
and cornering security forces in 
some towns. 

The last day of the vote, which 
stretched over a month, was by far 
the most violent. A total of at least 
10 people have been killed dur- 
ing the three rounds of balloting, 
which began Nov. 9 and are consid- 
ered a key test of President Hosni 
Mubarak’s pledge to open the auto- 
cratic political system.

Hundreds have been wound- 
ed and more than 1,000 arrested, 
mainly supporters of the fundamen- 
talist Brotherhood, which has field- 
ed candidates as independents. 


The Brotherhood calls for imple- 
menting Islamic law but has long 
been vague about what that means. 
It campaigns for head scarves for 
women and against immodest dress, 
but it insists it stands for a more 
moderate version of Islam than in 
Saudi Arabia. 

Among the deaths, 14 -year- old 
Mohammed Karam el-Taher was 
killed when police fired at demon- 
strators in Qattawiya, a Nile Delta 
village in el-Sharqiya province not 
far from Zagazig. 

The Interior Ministry con- 
firmed the deaths, but accused the 
Brotherhood of instigating riots. 

Ministry spokesman Ibrahim 
Hammad accused Brotherhood 
“thugs” of causing the disturbances. 
“The police are protecting the judg- 
es (who supervise polling stations) 
and helping the voters to reach the 
ballot box,” Hammad said in a state- 
ment.

Real Estate May 
Rebound in ’06 


While housing prices 
are up over last year, 
sales have slowed 

WASHINGTON I Home sellers, buy- 
ers and Realtors in the Washington 
area were hoping the market would 
rebound in the fall, but after a slow 
November, they’re now predicting a 
spring turnaround. Housing prices 
are up over last November in both 
Montgomery County and in D.C. 
— but homes are not selling as fast 
as they did last year. 

The Greater Capital Area 
Association of Realtors reports 
listings for single family homes in 
Montgomery County are up almost 
75 percent over this time last year. 
Many more condos are available in 


the District, with listings up 114 per- 
cent over last year. 

Despite all the options, buyers 
are not signing, with the number of 
contracts down 18 percent in both 
jurisdictions. Average prices in both 
places are up by about $100,000 
to $560,327 in Montgomery and 
$618,692 in the District. 

Susann Haskins, the president 
of GCAAR, attributes the numbers 
to a seasonal slowdown and a rebal- 
ancing of the market. Some sellers, 
she said, were waiting to put their 
homes on the market when it peaked 
and are now trying to sell before it 
tanks. “I don’t see this as the bubble 
bursting or doomsday, but a reflec- 
tion of a more normal market than 
we have had in years,” Haskins said.

Ford Considering 
A Vast Overhaul 


Automaker may have 
to shut down several 
plants to trim costs 

DETROIT I Ford Motor Co.’s board 
of directors began a two -day meet- 
ing Wednesday to consider a sweep- 
ing restructuring plan the company 
hopes will help pull it out of a slump. 
Thousands of jobs are on the line 
and several plants may shut down 
to help the nation’s No. 2 automaker 
overcome rising costs and the loss of 
market share to foreign rivals. 

Ford has at least eight assem- 
bly plants at significant risk of clo- 
sure for many reasons, including 
the products they make, their age, 
their proximity to suppliers and the 


flexibility they have to produce a 
variety of products, according to 
auto analysts. The plants employ 
more than 17,000 hourly and sala- 
ried workers. 

The automaker is expected to 
reveal the plan on Jan. 23, accord- 
ing to United Auto Workers Vice 
President Gerald Bantom, who is 
in charge of negotiations with Ford. 
Bantom said he had no details of 
the plan, but industry analysts say 
Ford must take major steps to get 
its plant capacity in line with falling 
U.S. demand for its vehicles. 

At the top of the list for clo- 
sure may be the St. Louis plant in 
Missouri, which makes the strug- 
gling Ford Explorer and the Mercury 
Mountaineer, dee-ann durbin (ap)

Pandas 


One of Tai Shan’s 
keepers fields a few 
hardball questions 

Most coverage of Washington’s 
panda cub so far has consisted of 
little more than awwww-inducing 
photos and debate over the name 
“Butterstick.” Pretty soft, by jour- 
nalistic standards. As Tai Shan goes 
on public display today for the first 
time, Express’ Chris Mincher grilled 
Nicole Meese, a panda keeper at the 
National Zoo, to get Tai Shan’s E! 
True Hollywood Story. 

Aren’t there other types of pandas? 
How is it that the giant pandas are 
the ones in the spotlight? 

We have red pandas at the zoo 
as well. The giant pandas — just 
their facial structure, with the big 
eye patches and the soft rounded 
bodies — just look like a teddy bear, 
and that’s what people identify 
with. Red pandas look like a cross 
between a cat and a raccoon. 

Oh, well then, I guess I can under- 
stand why no one would care. 

A few of us just got back from 
the reserve in China where Tian 
Tian and Mei Xiang were born, 
and there, across the street from 
the giant panda conservation area, 
is a red panda conservation area. 
People do care about them, they’re 
just not as widely known. 

Is the panda cub going to celebrate 
Christmas this year? 

For our benefit, those of us that 
work the holidays — some of us work 
on Christmas to take care of the ani- 
mal areas — we usually give them 
a little something special. 

A stocking filled with bamboo? 

Not necessarily a stocking. Maybe 
an extra fruitsicle ... I don’t think 
they really know it’s Christmas. 


If the panda had any idea what 
Christmas was, what would a 
panda want as a gift? 

Bamboo. No, probably sugarcane. 
That’s one of their favorite special 
treats. They get that occasionally. It 
doesn’t have a lot of specific nutrition 
in it, but it is something they enjoy, 
kind of like a candy bar or a candy 
cane in your stocking. 

Does bamboo have all the nutri- 
ents pandas need? Bamboo doesn’t

really seem that healthy. 

Bamboo isn’t that nutritious. 
There’s also the double -whammy 
of pandas having the stomachs of 
carnivores, so they don’t absorb a lot 
of nutrients from bamboo either. So 
that’s why pandas aren’t really the 
most active of animals. They eat a 
lot and they sleep a lot. 

I have a fairly sizable bamboo 
patch outside my apartment. Could 
a panda live in it? 

Probably not. We’re actually 
making a pretty big dent in our 


bamboo supply. 

To come up with names for the cub. 
I’m guessing somewhere in China 
a bunch of people sat down and 
brainstormed some names? 

Right. And some of the names 
are reused. When we were in China, 
we met a male panda named Ling 
Ling, and, of course, we had a Ling 
Ling here that was a female. Each 
syllable can be pronounced four dif- 
ferent ways in four different accents, 
and that changes the meaning. So 
just because you see the male name 


“Ling Ling” that doesn’t mean the 
name means the same thing as our 
“Ling Ling.” 

So it’s not like a pope. They don’t 
name it Panda Ling Ling II. 

No. 

Are the pandas glad it snowed? 

This is really typical of the weath- 
er where they’re from in the wild. 

If you were to hurl a snowball at the 
panda, would it play along? 

We don’t really throw things 


enamored with pandas since I 
was a little girl, growing up here 
and coming here every summer to 
see the pandas. Getting to know 
Mei Xiang and Tian Tian person- 
ally, and having the privilege to 
work with them every day, I defi- 
nitely think that they are worth it. 

This isn’t a panda slander piece. I 
was just curious what the hubbub 
was all about. 

Tai Shan is just the cutest thing 
ever. So he definitely deserves all 
the attention he gets. 


I would 

•• not mind 

being a panda myself. 
It’s pretty easy, 
especially for a 
captive panda. All 
your needs are met, 
and you’re catered to 
all day. It’s a pretty 
good deal if you can 
get it.”

Does Tai Shan deserve the hype? 

I think so. I have been just 


at the panda. 

I don’t mean viciously slinging it at 
them, I mean, like, a playful toss. 

We don’t really interact with the 
pandas that way. They like to roll 
down the hill. [Their bellies are] 
kind of like built-in toboggans. 

What do you do? 

I’m one of six panda keepers. We 
get in at 6 a.m. and lay out break- 
fast — a bamboo breakfast — for 
the adult pandas. Then we put 
them outside in the yard and get 
to cleaning the inside, disinfecting 
the exhibit and preparing diets. 

Does the zoo have anything people 
are even less likely to see in their 
lifetimes than a panda? 

The Sumatran tigers are more 
rare than the giant pandas. 

So people are bypassing animals 
that are more rare to see pandas. 

I think people come with very 
specific animals that they come to 
see, but to really get an appreciation 
for all the animals, they really need 
to see all the exhibits.

Behind 'Syriana 


ROBERT BAER, author and ex-CIA case officer, was online Wednesday to discuss 
political thriller “Syriana,” based upon his book | washingtonpost.com/liveonline 


How were you approached by 
Hollywood to make this movie and 
how involved in the creative process 
were you? 

I was approached by George Clooney 
who had read about my book in The 
New Yorker. My major contribu- 
tion was traveling with director/ 
screenwriter Stephen Gaghan 
for two months in Europe and the 
Middle East. The purpose of that 
trip was for him to hear people on 
the ground tell my story and their 
stories themselves. And then he 
went back to California and wrote 
the script by himself 

How closely is “Syriana” based on 
your novel “See No Evil”? 

“Syriana” is taken partly from “See 
No Evil,” in that George Clooney 
plays a burnt- out and disillusioned 
CIA case officer trying to do the 
right thing. And he also portrays 
somebody who has spent his life try- 
ing to comprehend the Middle East 
and then is ultimately bewildered 
by Washington politics. 

Most reputable studies show that 
people respond to torture by talking 
— giving the interviewer whatever 
he/she wants to know, whether it’s 
really true or not. Given that shaky 
foundation for information extract- 
ed by using extreme methods, why 
persist in their use? 

I think that torture is a mistake for 
two reasons: One, during my career 
in the CIA, I watched foreign gov- 
ernments torture people for infor- 
mation and it always proved to be 
inaccurate. Under torture, people 


will say anything. Two, I’m person- 
ally opposed to torture because, by 
ripping up the Geneva Conventions, 
the American people will ultimately 
pay the price when they become the 
victims of torture. 

Do you agree with the argument of 
some that the war against Islamic 
fundamentalism began almost 200 
years ago and that it will go on long 
after you and I have died? 

I just spent two months in the 
Middle East with Hamas and other 
terrorist groups and I found that 
this is not a war over values, this is 
a war over politics. Either they or 
we are going to have to change our 
politics or find a common ground. 
But until that happens, this appears 
to be a war without end. 

What does “Syriana” actually 
mean? Is it a place, real or fictional? 

It’s a fictional place, a term used 
inside the Beltway, to describe 
redrawing the borders in the Middle 
East to suit our interests. It’s a made- 
up name. For example, Iraq is very 
much an artificial country and that 
is one reason we’re having so many 
problems there. The Iraqis are not 
a people with a common identity. 
Iraq was made up by the British from 
three Ottoman provinces after WWI, 
but history tells us the British were 
unable to unify the Iraqis.

OVER THE PAST dozen years, the pop- 
up book has metamorphosed. It has 
gotten fatter, denser, more extrav- 
agant in the unbelievable intrica- 
cy of its inventions. This develop- 
ment is due in no small way to the 
efforts of New York artists and writ- 
ers Robert Sabuda and Matthew 
Reinhart. Together and individu- 
ally, the duo has helped redefine 
the medium, as pop-up artists have 
become “paper engineers.” Saturday, 
Sabuda and Reinhart bring their 
latest joint creation, “Dinosaurs,” 
the first of three volumes in their 
“Encyclopedia Prehistorica,” to 
the National Museum of Natural 
History and to Politics & Prose. 

How does the division of labor 
break down? 


For something like “Dinosaurs,” 
Matt created the manuscript first, 
wrote it, did all the research for it. I 
created the engineering, the three- 
dimensional work, the pop-up work, 
based on certain things he would 
tell me: It would move like this, it 
would move like that. And then 
when it came time for the finished 
color artwork. Matt created that. 
But, of course, it’s not quite as cut- 
and- dried as I’m making it sound. 
It’s much more loose, flowing. 

How has pop-up publishing 
changed over the past decade? 

For a long time — in the ’70s, ’80s 
and even into the ’90s — pop-up 
books’ greatest consideration was 
the cost. The golden rule was to 
make the book cost X amount of 
money. And since we don’t work that 
way, I feel like we’re much freer to 
explore a variety of subject matter, 
a variety of pop -ups, a variety of the 
illustrative work. We’ve just been 


given much more freedom to do it, 
and I think that that allows us to 
create better work. And the reading 
public is much more interested in 
better work than in price point. 

How does your work fit into the his- 
torical tradition of pop-ups? 

There was a time in the late 1800s 
when pop-up books were much 
more elaborate, and then they sort 


of waned out of interest, because 
new interesting things were hap- 
pening in the world, like television 
and radio. But I think that today ... 
at least for many parents, there’s a 
little bit of a backlash against that: 
OK, my kids have DVDs and video 
players and all this other electronic 
stuff, but I don’t want them to forget 
about books or [how to] enjoy and 
love books. Our books are filling a

need for that multimedia, interac- 
tive book form that’s still fun and 
enjoyable and an artwork. 

Do you design your books with chil- 
dren in mind? 

The work that we create here is 
really, as goofy and New Age as it 
sounds, for the child in us.

Depeche Mode has 
been around 25 years 
and isn’t any cheerier 

MUSIC I Not just anyone can rock a 
pair of leather shorts. Dick Cheney? 
God forbid. Dave Gahan? Born to 
wear fine Corinthian hotpants. 

As Depeche Mode’s frontman for 
the last quarter- century, Gahan is 
a master of melancholy. The sort 
of melancholy that makes young 
depressives of both sexes spend 
hours in the mirror perfecting the 
eyeliner and squeezing into leather 
shorts. With considerably less suc- 
cess in most cases, to judge from the 
legions of gothy fans who flood ’80s 
dance nights. And who will pack the 
Patriot Center this Friday. 

But that’s what not makes Gahan 
and Co. professional melancholi- 


acs — it’s those anthems of sweet 
despair. 

“Playing the Angel,” their 12th 
album, walks the fine line between 


reinvention and retread. For the 
first time, Gahan contributes three 
songs to give primary songwriter 
Martin Gore a friendly kick in the 


pants. “Suffer Well” is the best of his 
contributions and among the stron- 
gest songs on the album. Lyrically, 
it extends Depeche Mode’s messian- 
ic obsession. Gore’s “Precious” harks 
back to one of the finest moments on 
“Violator,” the lushly orchestrated 
“Enjoy the Silence.” Plus some talk 
about angels and God, because this 
band is obsessed, remember. 

Don’t forget “John the Revelator,” 
not the traditional blues stomp but 
Gore’s pounding refutation of it, 
complete with actual guitars and 
gospel choir. It’s a highlight, even if 
it does rhyme “Revelator” with “ele- 
vator.” Factor in the leather shorts 
for that Sexy Lapsed Catholic effect 
and call it a career, bob massey

MUSIC I So Damian Marley’s new- 
found U.S. -sized fame thanks 
to breakout single “Welcome to 
Jamrock” could be an indication 
that America’s quest for reggae 
doesn’t always end sweaty on a 
dance floor — Jr. Gong’s late papa 
aside. Unfortunately, we wouldn’t 
know. We’ve been busy dusting off 
our sexy-yet- comfortable heels 
impatiently awaiting Sean Paul’s 
follow-up to 2002’s Grammy- 
winning “Dutty Rock.” 

And finally after taking his sweet 
time, Sir Sean Paul Henriques — his 
born name minus the Sir — blesses 
dancehall fiends with 2005’s much- 
craved “The Trinity.” Suddenly the 
lighter waving and side -to -side 
swaying invoked by “Jamrock” 
ceased and Paul’s dancehall rid- 
dims regained their place atop the 
pop charts. 

“Trinity” may cost Paul some of 
the near-six-million-records-sold- 
American fan base “Dutty Rock” 
afforded him — with its slight pop- 
departure toward a more aggres- 
sive sound, exchanging big-name 
producers like Sly & Robbie and the 
Neptunes for lesser-knowns like 
Michael Jarrett and Craig Parks. 
And “We Be Burnin,” the lead sin- 
gle off the album, has yet to reach 
the number- one -single heights of 
2002’s “Gimme the Light.” 

Then again, maybe down-tempo 
tunes like “Never Gonna Be the 
Same” — a tribute to a slain friend 
gunned down earlier this year 

— will bring back Paul’s true -to - 
the-roots Kingston cronies lost in 
the mist of “Dutty Rock’s” cross- 
over success. 

Lucky for those who simply want 
to “Make It Clap” less the intrusion 
of the artist’s social conscience, Sean 
Paul only aims to please Sean Paul 

— as well as the club -hoppers and 
the ladies, of course. “It don’t really 
matter to me,” Paul told MTV.com 
of his fellow- Jamaican critics’ scorn, 
“You know why? Pop means pop-

ular.” 

Good news for the set that can 
only take their reggae through a pop 
filter — “The Trinity” is not a por- 
tent of a pop -less/raw- sounding/ 
politically-charged/locks-in-place- 
of-cornrows Sean Paul. 

Certainly Sean Paul is not the 
first dancehall sensation to give 
them a run on American soil; 
Yellowman, Shabba Ranks, Buju 
Banton, Supercat, Shaggy and 
Bennie Man are just a few of his 


predecessors that enjoyed a taste 
of crossover success. 

But if Paul hopes to remain 
pop -culture’s favorite patois- spit- 
ter, he’s got to stick to the formu- 
la: Dancehall riddims plus hip-hop 
production equals heavy rotation, at 
least on America’s radio waves. 

Sure it seems the perfect recipe 
for an album chockfull of unorig- 
inal beat- clashes, but the success 
of “Dutty Rock” proves this false, 
as do the standard synth sounds.

‘Elf is a rare modern 
holiday film — absurd 
and heartwarming 

FILM I Hey kids, you wanna hear 
the tale of a cotton -headed ninny- 
muggins named Buddy? Yes, he’s 
an elf. Well, actually he’s a six-foot 
man raised by Santa’s tiny elves at 
the North Pole. 

Shot in the fleeting moments 
before Will Ferrell began to irre- 
deemably suck, “Elf” (2003) is a 
convocation of comic geniuses mas- 
querading as a holiday movie for 
kids. Bob Newhart’s dry existential 
wit nails Papa Elf’s mixed feelings 
for useless adopted son. Buddy. Ed 
Asner’s crusty Santa Claus barely 
even protests the drought of child- 
hood wonder that saps his sleigh 
of magical flying power. Amy 
Sedaris’ hapless receptionist con- 
stantly barges in on her boss. As 
inept kid lit authors, Andy Richter 
and Kyle Gass (Jack Black’s partner 
in Tenacious D) obsess over talk- 


ing vegetables. And four-foot-seven 
Peter Dinklage administers a world- 
class beatdown on Will Ferrell. 

It’s Ferrell’s deranged glee that 


allows him to stand in this hal- 
lowed company. His elven man- 
boy bestows gratuitous hugs, 
sings badly improvised songs. 


and even tickles freaking Sonny 
Corleone, uh, James Caan, who 
plays his long-lost father. “You sit 
on a throne of lies,” Ferrell hisses 


before he assaults an unconvinc- 
ing department store Santa. And 
his looney fish- out- of- water reac- 
tions to New York almost convince 
the viewer that Zooey Deschanel 
could fall for this oaf. 

There are even inside jokes 
for the grownups. Hepcat Leon 
Redbone voices an homage to Burl 
Ives’ Sam the Snowman, from the 
animated “Rudolph the Red-Nosed 
Reindeer.” Then, when Ferrell first 
latches onto Deschanel’s depart- 
ment store elf character, she asks 
“Did Crumpet put you up to this?” 
Crumpet being David Sedaris’ elf 
name in his breakthrough short 
story, “The Santaland Diaries.” 

There’s ostensibly a storyline. 
“Buddy takes it upon himself to win 
over his family, realize his destiny 
and, ultimately, save Christmas for 
New York and the world.” Oh, and 
also to magically bag Deschanel, 
who’s apparently turned on by men 
in yellow tights. 

Dude, no one cares. No one even 
notices the ridiculous plot. The joy 
of this Christmas story is in a grown 
man begging James Caan to tuck 
him into bed. bob massey

‘Picturing the Banjo’ 
tackles a tricky 
American music icon 

OUT&ABOUTI Washington’s status 
as abluegrass center is well estab- 
lished, but its standing as a nexus of 
banjo activity could use a little pub- 
licity. Outside the five -string sub- 
culture, few people recognize that 
the D.C. area is home to one of the 
best banjo shops (Turtle Hill Banjo 
Company), old-time banjo players 
(Reed Martin) and banjo luthiers 
(Kevin Enoch) in the country. 

So it’s appropriate that “Picturing 
the Banjo,” a fascinating show that 
traces the imagery of the instru- 
ment through several centuries of 
fine and popular art, should debut 
this weekend at the Corcoran. 

True banjo fiends will find much 
to salivate over, from William 
Sidney Mount’s renowned 1856 


portrait “The Banjo Player,” pre- 
sented as “perhaps the first non- 
caricatured image of an African 


banjoist to be produced in America,” 
to a number of unique instruments 
dating back to the days when min- 


strelsy was the epitome of popular 
entertainment. 

But you don’t have to have cal- 
lused fingertips to appreciate the 
lessons here. The banjo is a direct 
descendant of the gourd instru- 
ments brought from Africa by slaves . 
Consequently, the banjo became a 
prominent rhetorical device in the 
campaign of white racism. 

Currents of ridicule, appropri- 
ation and subversion are followed 
through paintings, sculptures, 
illustrations, Currier & Ives prints 
and sheet music covers. Today the 
banjo is often used to stereotype 
poor whites. One need only hum a 
few notes of “Dueling Banjos” to get 
a “Deliverance” joke going. 

But that’s a whole ’nother story.

Birthdav Bash 


Tenor sax-player 
James Moody turns 
a most musical 80 

MUSIC I IfVH-1 ever did a piece on 
James Moody, it would have likely 
pegged him as a “one -hit wonder.” 
Why? Because to most pop -music 
fans, their only reference would 
probably be his 1952 version of 
“Moody’s Mood for Love,” which 
showcased Eddie Jefferson’s hilari- 
ous vocal improvisation. 

Moody originally recorded the 
song as “I’m in the Mood for Love” 
in 1949 , highlighting his prowess on 
tenor saxophone. But it’s the 1952 
version, which has stuck with him 
throughout his more than half-cen- 
tury career. And if he was a pop 
star rather than a jazz legend, the 
song would be the type of annoying 
mega-hit that haunts musicians. 

Fortunately, Moody’s jazz leg- 
acy isn’t so rigidly hinged on that 
one song. With significant dates 


with Miles Davis, Max Roach 
and Dizzy Gillespie, Moody is a 
bona fide bebop hero, whose deft 
technique on tenor saxophone and 
flute continues to inspire. 

As a solo artist, he’s recorded his 
share of landmark LPs, most nota- 
bly “Hi-Fi Party” (1955) and Last 
Train From Overbrook” (1958). 

Even though he turned 80 this 
year in March, Moody’s celebrat- 
ing at birthday this Saturday at the 
Kennedy Center. Danny Glover 
will host the event, while other 
jazz greats such as saxophon- 
ist Jimmy Heath, trumpeter Roy 
Hargrove and trombonist Slide 
Hampton, among others, will 
join in the revelry. 

Of course you’ll hear “Moody’s 
Mood for Love,” but this event will 
surely reveal far more artistry from 
the guest of honor, johnmurph

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Eclectic post-punks 
the Cassettes think 
globally, rock locally 

MUSIC I There’s a reason they’re 
called the Cassettes. The band head- 
lining at Iota this Friday — along 
with Aquarium, Disconnect, the 
Caverns and Planar — isn’t named 
after a more sophisticated piece of 
technology because its style is lo- 
fi, hands-on, global in outlook and 
treated as a trade, like cobbling or 
blacksmithing. 

Many D.C. scene stalwarts have 
gone into the final making of the 
Cassettes, from Dead Meadow, to 
Weird War to singer Shelby Cinca’s 
former bands, monumental post- 
punkers Frodus, which Cinca calls 
“kind of screamy” proto -emo, and 
the politically minded Decahedron 
with Fugazi’s Joe Tally. 

The Cassettes’ willful eclecti- 
cism was honestly earned. The son 
of Romanian refugees and an inter- 
nationalist in more than his musi-

cal tastes, Cinca amassed his funky 
little posse from far-flung places: 
Percussionist Saadat Awan rocks 
the table and drum kit, Stephen 
Guidry plays sizzling Cajun -style 
accordion and an analog synth, 
Cinca’s former school-pal Tom 
Bernath is on bass, after a real- 
world education playing jazz on 
cruise ships and in Europe. 

So throw anything at a Cassette 

— it’ll only make him stronger. The 
band has busked in New York, head- 
lined in D.C. “We’ve done quieter 
shows where we played a planetar- 
ium in Takoma Park,” said Cinca. 
“We played at a tea place in New 
York, where we had to do two- 
hour sets.” 

Even if his former bands inspired 
mad loyalty among D.C.’s hardcore 
fan base, some molds had to be cre- 
ated and destroyed on the way to the 
founding of the Cassettes, Cinca said 

— that’s part of the art process. 
“Frodus was all about being 

super-futuristic; I think this band 
is the total opposite. Someone 
called us musical anthropolo- 
gists. I think that’s kinda nice.”

Down-and-out in 
Vietnam with some 
gritty new films 

FILM I Over the past decade or so, 
U.S. moviegoers have been warm- 
ing up to Vietnam. Anh Hung 
Tran has won an art-house fol- 
lowing with languid, lushly lensed 
tone poems such as “The Scent of 
Green Papaya” and “The Vertical 
Ray of the Sun.” 

But there is another Vietnam, a 
gritty world of cyclo drivers, trash 
pickers and flower sellers hustling 
to survive. Sunday, the Freer’s ongo- 
ing “Views of Vietnam” series pres- 
ents “King of Rubbish Dumps,” Do 
Minh Tuan’s 2002 feature about a 
thuggish dump boss who rescues 
a street vendor from a burgeoning 
career as a prostitute only to let his 
jealousy get the better of him. 

The film leans toward the maud- 
lin and its writing, acting and pro- 
duction values aren’t yet ready for 
prime time, but it has a couple of

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things going for it. Thing 1: Trong

When the delicate Thuy 
explains her predicament (selling 
herself to buy medicine for her dying 
mother), we read, “I don’t know what 
I should do.

A Fantasy 



Tilda Swinton brings 
grandeur to her 
glacial role in ‘Narnia’ 

THE DARK SIDE I “For evil to be truly 
evil, it also has to be beautiful,” said 
Tilda Swinton, who plays the White 
Witch in Disney’s “The Chronicles 
of Narnia: The Lion, the Witch and 
the Wardrobe.” 

The striking, patrician London 
native has given a great deal of 
thought to the nature of evil. But 
the key to the White Witch is her 
“coldness,” Swinton continued. 


“She is emotionally removed and 
unshakeable. She never raises her 
voice.” 

“Narnia,” based on the first of 
C.S. Lewis’ fantasy adventures, 
recounts what happens when 
four British siblings slip through a 
magical wardrobe into an enchant- 
ed world overflowing with mytho- 
logical creatures and talking ani- 
mals. Still, it is by no means an 
idyllic place. 

In some ways paralleling the 
kids’ home in bombed-out World 
War II London, Narnia is beset 
by evil in the person of the brutal 


White Witch. 

Throughout their adventures, 
the kids learn a host of life les- 
sons, including the cost of betray- 


al and the values of reconciliation 
and forgiveness. 

Swinton, 45, is identified with 
independent filmmakers like Sally 


Potter, Lynn Hershman-Leeson, 
Tim Roth, Robert Lepage and 
especially Derek Jarman. 

Regardless of genre, the actress 
approaches every role ivith the same 
technique: “All characters are con- 
structs, whether they are suburban 
mothers, archangels, witches or 
18th-century noblemen,” she said. 
“They all work within the confines 
of a story, and it’s our job to figure 
out what role the character plays 
within that story.” 

Swinton hopes audiences enjoy 
watching the film as much as she 
enjoyed making it. “I’d like them to 
walk away from the picture remind- 
ed that when the chips are down, 
one can draw on one’s own resourc- 
es and that being alone is not the 
worst thing in the world. 

“Yes, it’s true; these kids have 
each other. But a family is made 
up of individuals — individuals 
with resources,” she said. “The 
film also reminds audiences that 
forgiveness is the only option.”
